Kighlh  Annual  Report  of  lite  Board  of  Trustees  of  Howard  College. 


A  review  of  the  affairs  of  tin.'  Hoard  for  another  your  is  respectfully  sub- 
mitted in  the  following  Report. 

It  is  a  gratifying  and  encouraging  fact,  that  the  efforts  of  the  Convention 
to  promote  the  cause  of  Education,  have  been  characterized,  in  the  mnin, by 
u  steady  and  uniform  progress.  It  is  true,  thai  no  splendid  results  have  boon 
j  achieved;  none  wore  antic ipatcd.  With  moderate,  and  even  partial  exer- 
tion, and  amid  much  indifference,  an  Institution  has  been  established,  which 
is  alike  creditablo  to  the  intelligence  nnd  liberality  of  the  denomination, 
a  id  will  bear  favorable  comparison  with  many,  founded  under  more  Ihvora-  j 
bio  auspices.  In  this,  we  think  the  reflecting  may  trace  the  hand  of  a  su- 
porintending  Providence,  and  derive  encouragement  to  persevere  in  well- 
doing.  "  Cast  tliy  bread  upon  tho  waters,  tor  thou  Bbalt  find  it.  after  many 
days." 

At  no  period  in  the  history  of  the  College,  has  its  internal  organization 
been  so  complete,  as  at  the  present  time.     It  has  an  ellieicnt  Faculty,  its 
classes  are  well  organized,  the  students  are  quiet  and  orderly,  and  the  stand-  j 
ard  of  scholarship  is  high.    The  total  number  of  pupils  registered  during 
the  year  recently  closed,  was  Jl.r>,  of  whom,  from  1 10  to  1*20  were  in  con-  j 
ptant  attendance.     Six  of  these  were  pursuing  studies  preparatory  to  the 
Ministry,  and  many  others,  in  indigent  circumstances,  received  their  tuition 
without  charge.    The   prospects,   for  the  present  year,  arc  encouraging; 
though  it  is  not  anticipated  that  the  number  of  students  will  equal  that  of  last  j 
yenr.    The  Preparatory  Department,  which  depends  mostly  upon  the  town 
of  Marion  for  support,  is  not  so  full  as  heretofore,  in  consequence  of  a  school 
recently  established  by  the  Episcopalians,  j 

On  the2<ith  of  July  last,  the  College  held  its  Second  Annual  Commenco- 
?j|   merit;  when  five  young  men  received  the  honors  of  graduation. 
(         The  Uoard  regrets  its  inability  to  report  any  considerable  progress  in  the  j 
)  j  permanent  endowment,  during  tho  past  year.    Since  the  resignation  of  Bro.  j 
Ciiamiimss,  every  clFort  to  obtain  a  suitable  agent  has  proved  unavailing,  I 
\  and  with  the  exception  of  a  i'cw  weeks'  service,  rendered  by  Bro,  I)k  Votie,  ! 
ihere  has  been  no  agent,  in  tho  field,  for  nearly  a  year.    Consequently,  but 
few  new  subscriptions  have  been  obtained,  and  many  that  have  fallen  due, 
us  well  as  the  interest  on  others,  are  uncollected.    Tho  effect  hi  severely 
felt  by  tho  Hoard,  but  they  have  now  a  prospect  of  obtaining  a  suitable  agent 
soon,  when  every  exertion  will  be  made  to  push  forward  the  endowment  as 
rapidly  as  possible.    Upon  its  success  tho  future  destiny  of  tho  College  dc-  j 
ponds. 
Tho  financial  condition  of  tho  Board  is  essentially  the  same  as  detailed  in 
|   the  last  Annual  Report.  j 

Early  in  January  last,  the  Rev.  T.  F.  (Vans  entered  upon  his  duties,  as 
j  Professor  of  Theology,  under  appointment  of  the  Hoard.    Tho  ability  and  ' 
\  success,  with  which  he  has  discharged  these  duties,  are  evinced  by  the  in-  j 
\   creased  number  of  students,  and  tho  now  interest  awakened  on  the  subject  j 
',   of  Theological  instruction.     At  that  time,  there  were  only  two  students  pur-  j 
;  suing-  studies  with  reference  to  tho  ministry ;  now,  there  are  six.    Iriaddi-  , 
'.   tion  to  their  literary  studies,  which  arc  pursue. I  in  connection  with  other 
|   classes,  the  Professor  is  carrying  these  young  men  through  a  course  of  in- 
Btruction  adapted  especially  to  their  future  vocation.     He  is,  at  the  present  i 
time,  engaged  in  a  course  of  Lectures  on  Systematic  Theology. ,  As  it  is  ; 


believed  that  more  will  be  accomplished,  by  having  come  definite  end  in 
view,  a  course  of  study,  contemplating  :i  residence  at  the  Institution,  oftliroci 
yearn,  boa  boon  proscribed  for  those,  whose  circumstances  will  not  permit 
them  to  pursue  n  full  Collegiate  course.  In  this  period,  it  is  believed  that 
n  youn"  man  of  talents  and  industry,  may  lay  the  foundation  of  a  soundi 
theological  education,  and,  at  the  panic  time,  acquire  a  sufficient  literary  and- 
scientific  training,  to  enable  him  to  discharge,  efficiently,  die  duties  of  tho 
sacred  office,  in  an  njje  and  country,  whero  education  is  brought  to  the 
doors  of  all,  mid  where  tin.'  demand  for  on  educated  ministry  is  increasing- 
ly imperative. 

It  may  not  bo  inappropriate  for  the  Board  to  add,  in  this  connection, arc- 
mark  or  two,  respecting  the  duties  performed  by  tho  Professor  of  Theology  \ 
especially,  as  very  erroneous  impressions,  respecting  them,  prevail  extensive* 
ly,  much  to  the  prejudice  of  this  department. 

Tho  original  design,  in  esl  ihlishing  this  chair  was,  not  merely  to  provide 
theological  iiistruction  for  pious  young  men,  bringing  from  the  churches  to 
winch  they  belong,  evidence  of  their  n  ill  to  the  snored  ministry,  but  also,  tn 
enable  the  Institution  to  supply  ihn  mc  ins  of  adequate  intellectual  training, 
in  such  branches  of  liberal  education,  a-*  tho  circumstances  of  the  applicants 
would  justify  them  in  pursuing,  free  of  charge  for  tuition.  The  Institution 
was  not  then,  nor  is  it  now,  able  to  give  th,s  instruction,  independent  of  this 
chair. 

It  may  not  bo  generally  understood,  that  all  the  young  men  who  have  en- 
tered tin;  Theological  Department,  from  its  lir«l  iirgnni/ntion  to  tlie present 
time,  are  such  a-;  have  had  but  very  limited  opportunities  for  early  education, 
and  liiive  required  much  preparatory  study,  before  they  could  make  any  con- 
sidcrablc  progress  in  Theology.    The  most  ellectunl  ami  economical  me- 
thod  of  instructing  these,  is  to  put  them  in  such  classes  as  their  respective 
attainments  will  enable  them  to  join  most  advantageously.    As  their  daily 
exercise  in  Theology,  occupies  only  a  part  of  the  time  of  the  Professor,  he 
is,  during  tho  present  term,  instructing  two  classes  which  fall  appropriately 
in  the  Literary  department,     lie  also   instructed  two  classes,  during  the  j 
greater  part  of  last  year.    In  one  of  these  classes,  (Rhetoric,)  there  are  four  I 
theological  students,  in  the  other,  (the  Senior  Cluss,  in  Moral  Science.)  there 
arc  nine.     At  tho  same  time, the  theological  students, — so  dissimilar  in  their 
attainments, — recite  in  many  other  ditferent  classes,  as  Creek.  Latin,  Aritli- 
mctic,  Aljrcbra,  &c. — none  of  which  are  taught  by  this   Professor,  but  by 
the  Professors  of  Languages  and  Mathematics,    Should  his  entire  attention 
be  needed,  at  any  time,  in  studies  strictly  theological,  he  will  not  be  expect-  | 
cd  to  perform  any  other  labor.     Before  the  present  incumbent  of  the  Thco-  J 
logical  chair  entered   upon  his   duties,    he   was  explicitly  informed  by  the  < 
Board,  "that  his  first  and  paramount  duty,  would  be,  to  devote  to  the  class 
or  classes  in  Theology,  whatever  lime  and  attention   their  interests  might  j 
require."     This  intimation  has   been  strictly  followed  by  tho  Professor,  in  J 
whose  well  known  ability  and  devotion  to  the  cause  of  Ministerial  Educa-  < 
tion,  tho  denomination  has  a  sufficient  guarantee  that  the  interests  of  tins  j 
;    department  will  not  sutler  in  his  hinds.  '', 

The  subject  of  Normal  instruction  was  referred  to  this  Board,  by  the  Con- 
I    vention,  at  its  last  session.    Semin  irie-',  for  the  special  instruction  of  teach- 
!    crs,  have  proved  extremely  useful   in  those  States,  where  most,  attention  is  j 
|    paid  to  Common  Schools.    Too  much  regard  cannot  be  had  to  the  qualified-  j 
|    tions  of  those  to  whom  is  committed,  in  a  great  measure,  both  the  moral  and 
!    intellectual  culture  of  the  youthful  mind;  and  it  seems  not  improbable,  should  j 
Schools  ever  be  established,  subject  to  the  supervision  and  control  of  the 
churches  of  our  denomination,  that  some  provision  for  the  special  instruc- 
tion of  those  who  desire  to  make  teaching  their  profession,   might  bo  made 
in  the  College.     Many  young  men,   who  received  their  education  in  the 
Howard,  are  now  engaged  in  teaching  :  and,  with  inducements  alluded  to, 
the  number  of  this  class  of  students,  would,  perhaps,  be  much  larger.    Tbc

Report  of  t lie  Trustees  of  the  Jmlson  Female  Institute. 


Tho  Trustees  of  the  Jmlson  Female  Institute  nre  happy  to  Report  to  the  I 
Convention,  that  this  institution  is  enjoying  a  high  degree  of  prosperity.        i 

From  an  examination  of  the  Treasurer's  books  it  appears,  that,  on  the  1st  j 
inot.,  the  Institute  was  indebted  to  the  amount  of  five  hundred  and  fifty-one 
dollars.     This  debt  accrued  from  the  erection  of  a  brick  kitchen,  &.c,  and  i 
the  making  of  necessary  repairs  on  the  Seminary  edifice.    To  meet  it,  the  j 
Trustees  will  have  in  hand,  the  rent  of  the  building   for  the  current  year, 
twelve  hundred  dollars.     After  extinguishing  the  present  debt,  the  surplus 
of  rent  W'ill  be  expended  in  making  further  indispensable  additions  ana  re- 
pairs.     As  this  expenditure  can  neither  be  avoided  nor  delayed,  the  Board 
will  not  tie  able  to  receive  any  beneficiaries,  during  the  present  year.  \ 

The  number  of  pupils  on  the  Catalogue  of  the  last  scholastic  year,ending  ' 
August  2d,  was  one  hundred  and  forty-live.  The  number  already  entered  < 
for  the  current  year,  is  one  hundred  and  sixteen,  being  exactly  the  same  as  \ 
reported  to  the  Conventia  last  year,  at  this  date.  > 

The  Trustees  feel,  that  they  have  just  cause  to  congratulate  the  Conven-  j 
tion,  that  tho  Institute  continues  to  maintain  its  superiority  of  numbers  over 
all  other  Female  Seminaries  in  the  State.    Since  the  Judson  was  founded,  j 
numerous  institutions  for  young  ladies  have  been  established  in  Alabama. 
Most  of  these  are  furnished  with  commodious  edifices,  and  all  the  external 
requisites  for  prosperity,  and  several  of  them  are  in  a  flourishing  condition: 
yet  the  Judson  Institute  has  maintained  its  ascendancy,  against  all  the  drafts 
thus  necessarily  made  upon  it    Each  succeeding  year,  the  Institute  is  be- 
coming  more  extensively  known,  more  highly  appreciated,  and  more  efficient 
as  a  powerful  engine  in  aiding,  generally,  the  cause  of  Female  Education,  j 
and  in  promoting,  especially,  the  interests  of  our  denomination.    At  a  pori- 
od  when  competition  is  so  active  and  unscrupulous,  the  Trustees  arc  sensi-  \ 
ble,  that  they  can  expect  a  liberal  patronage,  only  by  keeping  the  Judson  ;j  < 
an  institution  ok  the  very  highest  order.    They  are  firmly  persuaded,    j 
that  its  superior  merits  are  the  sole  cause  of  its  superior  prosperity.     Under  \ !  \ 
this  conviction,  they  arc  determined  to  preserve  the  Institute  worthy  of  the  jj  ', 
patronage  of  the  entire  denomination,  and  of  the  community  at  large.

The  PisciPLi.N::  of  the  Institute  1ms  gained  the  approbation  of  nil  who 
have  tested  its  character.  Founded  on  the  Word  of  God;  rewarding  the 
Pupils  as  moral  and  accountable  agents,  it  addresses  the  understanding  and 

the  conscience;  cultivates  honorable  and  virtuous  principles,  and  rejects  all 
appeals  to  slavish  fear,  to  selfishness  nnd  vanity.  Hence,  the  words  of  kind- 
ness are  ever  on  the  lips  of  the  teachers,  and  obedience  springs  from  love 
and  a  desire  to  do  right.  The  Pupils  constitute  one  happy  family,  under 
the  supreme  control  of  the  Principal.  Thus,  they  follow  the  guidance  of  one 
mind  ever  attentive  to  lliiar  wants,  even-  watchful  to  promote  their  best  in- 
terests. 

As  there  can  be  no  success  in  study  without  industry,  nnd  no  profitable 
industry  without  order  and  system,  the  most  perfect  exactness  and  punc- 
tuality pervade  all  the  arrangements  of  the  Judson. 

As  lutblls  of  economy  are  of  the  highest  importance,  the  utmost  care  is  ta- 
ken to  inculcate  this  virtue,  and  the  most  rigorous  measures  are  udopted  to 
repress  a  tendency  to  extravagant  and  foolish  expenditures. 

Jidifrious  influences  are  constantly  brought  to  bear  on  the  hearts  and  con- 
sciences of  the  Pupils,  and  Scriptural  instruction  is  enjoyed  by  all  of  thetn, 
in  the  Sabbath  School,  and  weekly  Bible  classes.  Forthc  promotion  of  per- 
sonal piety  among  the  young  ladies,  reliance  is  had,  chiefly,  on  the  indivi- 
dual faithfulness  and  eilorts  of  the  several  Teachers.  A  weekly  Prayer 
Meeting  is  kept  up  among  the  Teachers,  and  another  is  held  by  the  pious 
young  ladies,  conducted  by  themselves. 

With  such  an  Institution  committed  to  their  supervision,  your  Trustees 
cannot  but  feel  at  liberty  to  invite  the  patronage  of  all  intelligent  parents, 
who  desire  their  daughters  to  secure  n  sound  intellectual,  moral  and  religi- 
ous training.     Especially,  do  we  feel  it  incumbent  on  us,  to  call  on  our  own 
brethren,  throughout  all  our  churches,  to  unite  in  supporting  the  Judson 
Female  Institute.     Here,  our  children  will  be  at  home,  breathing  the  same  , 
atmosphere  which  surrounds  them  under  the  pa  rental  roof;  listening  from  ! 
Sabbath  to  Sabbath,  to  the  preaching  of  our  own  ministers  ;  happy  in  the 
same  doctrines  and  ordinances  which  they  have   loved  from  their  infancy. 
While  we  would  frown  on  any  attempt  to  proselyte  pupils,  whose  parents 
arc  connected  with  other  communions,  we  would  urge  it  as  a  solemn  duty,  : 
on  the  part  of  Baptist  parents,  to  <  ncouragn  their  own  institutions.     If  Bap- 
tist children  are  sent  to  Pedo-Baptwt  institutions,  they  must,  either  hoar  no 
doctrinal  teachings,  and  witness  no  religious  ordinances,  or  must  attend  on 
those  winch  are  contrary  to  the  belief  nnd  practice  of  their  parents. 

In  the  Judson  Female  Institute,  your  Trustees  believe  you  have  an  insti- 
tution hilly  equal  to  the  best  Seminaries  at  the  North.  It  ought,  thoreforo, 
to  receive  the  undivided  support  of  our  churches.  If  this  support  were 
given,  instead  of  ono  hundred  and  forty  or  one  hundred  and  filly 
scholars,  we  should  have  two  hundred  and  fifty  names  on  every  annual 
Catalogue.  Every  year,  large  graduating  classes  of  well  educated  voung 
ladies  wpttjd  go  fortn  from  the  Institute,  ornaments  of  their  respective  family 
circles,  and  blessings  to  society.  These  would  be  scattered  among  our 
churches,  and  would  exert  a  highly  salutary  influence  ;  encouraging  the  pas- 
tore  in  their  labors,  und  promoting  every  interest  of  humanity,  benevolence 
and  piety.    Some  would  be  raised  up,  who  would  become  Missionaries  of 
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tho  Cross,  worthy  successors  of  that  lioly  and  heroic  woman,  who  has  given 
her  name  to  the  Juilson  Female  Institute. 

Commending  the  interests  of  our  beloved  Institution  to  the  care  of  the 
Great  Head  of  the  Church,  and  to  the  favor  of  this  Con  volition,  the  Trustees 
respectfully  submit  this  Report  to  your  disposal.

Report  ou  Sabbath  Schools, 

Your  committee  beg  leave  to  Report,  tint  no  information  is  furnished 
them  by  the  bodies  represented,  except  Salem  church,  nt  Grrensborough; 
the  zeal  and  success  with  which  she  has  prosecuted  this  good  work,  is°of 
tho  most  gratifying  character.  Your  committee  can  hut  regret  that  a  simi- 
lar spirit  did  not  pervade  all  our  churches— that  a  deeper  interest  on  this 
subject  was  not  manifested  by  them. 

The  intellectual  and  moral  training  of  the  youth,  in  well  conducted  Sab- 
bath Schools,  is  of  great  i  nportance  to  the  scholars,  many  of  whom,  but  for 
this  moans,  would  grow  up  and  take  their  places  in  society,  without  a  know- 
ledge of  the  alphabet;— to  the  Church,  in  tin*  moral  and  religious  influence  it 
exerts,  by  giving  a  right  direction  to  the  principles  and  habits  both  of  the 
students  and  the  teachers;  and  its  conservative  effect  upon  society  at  large, 
is  so  apparent,  and  its  influences  so  happy,  that  the  statesman  and  philan- 
thropist may  well  say  of  the  Sabbath  School,  "  God  prosper  it."' 

Feeling  embarrassed,  ns  yonr  committee  does,  in  the  absence  of  statistical 
and  other  documentary  information,  necessary  to  render  this  Report  cilhor 
interesting  or  profitable  ;  they  would  respectfully  recommend,  that  a  com- 
mittee be  appointed  at  this  session,  to  report  upon  this  subject  at  the  next 
annual  meeting  of  the  Convention.

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Report  on  Domestic  Missions, 

Our  Savior,  when  on  earth,  taught  his  disciples,  that  "  the  field  is  the 
world."  The  world  then  was  the  extent  of  the  field  placed  before  the  im- 
mediate disciples  of  Christ  for  their  cultivation  ;  and,  as  the  disciples,  at 
that  time,  were  the  representatives  of  the  Church,  the  world  should  be  con- 
sidered by  us,  as  our  field;  and  all  the  obligations  which  rested  upon  the 
Apostles,  to  cultivate  this  field,,  now  rest  upon  us. 

The  positive  command  of  our  Savior  would  seem  tons  a  sufficient  motive 
to  urge  us  forward  in  this  great  work.  This  command  was  given  to  the  dis- 
ciples, and  by  them  handed  down  to  us,  and  contemplates  the  cultivation  of 
J  the  entire  field.  As  the  field  is  the  woild,  so  the  command  is,  "  Go  ye  into 
all  the  world."  But  is  this  the  only  motive  placed  before  us  ?  No.  \Vc  are 
informed  from  various  sources,  that  there  is  not  only  an  obligation,  growing 
out  of  our  relation  to  each  other,  but  there  is  a  strong  motive  placed  before 
us  in  this  very  relation,  and  that  is,  to  extend  relief  to  suffering  humanity. 

Nor  is  this  all.  There  is  another  which,  as  is  apparent  to  all,  will  exert 
a  greater  influence  upon  us  than  either  of  the  former;  and  that  is,  the  suc- 
cess which  has  attended  our  efforts  in  endeavoring  to  cultivate  this  field. 

In  reference  to  tho  precise  amount  of  .Missionary  labor  performed  within 
the  bounds  of  our  own  State,  your  committee  have  not  the  means  of  ascer-    j  \) 
taining.     The  greater  part  of  the  Domestic  labor  performed  in  this  State,  is    j  |  c 

Eertbrmed  by  Associations  in  their  individual  capacity,  and  as  they  have,  in     K 
ut  few  instances,  sent  up  any  account  of  such  labor  to  this  Convention,   jj^ 
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;l|  your  committee  have  no  data  from  which  to  draw  imy  conclusion.  Wearc 
(  >  confined  therefore,  either  to  our  own  personal  observation,  or  to  information 
■    derived  from  others. 

Having  availed  ourselves  of  all  the  means  within  our  reach,  wo  feci  our- 
■elves  fully  authorized  to  say,  that,  in  no  instance  where  suitable  men  have, 
been  obtained  to  labor  in  the  Domestic  hold,  have  our  efforts  proved  entire- 
ly unsuccessful. 

Willi  regard  to  oar  Domestic  Mission  Board,  your  committee  Report,  that 
its  labors  have  been  abundantly  blessed.  Wc  are  satisfied  that  all  that  is 
necessary  to  continued  success,  arc  suitable  men  and  sufficient  means,  fa- 
vored  with  the  smiles  of  a  kind  Father.  Circumstances,  perhaps,  were  ne- 
vermore favorable,  prospects  more  flattering,  nor  the  necessity  for  action 
more  imperious  than  at  present. 

Your  committee  recommend  to  this  body,  for  its  adoption,  the  following 
resolutions  : 

Resolml,  That  this  Convention  earnestly  recommend  to  the  Association* 
corresponding  with  us,  that  they  send  to  this  body,  statistics  of  the  amount 
of  Missionary  labor  performed  within  their  bounds. 

Resolved,  That  the  success  attendant  upon  our  efforts,  call  for  our  most 
hcartfolt  thanks  to  tin'  blessed  Savior,  that  He  has  verified  unto  us  that  cheer- 
ing promise,  a  F..O,  I  am  with  you  always;"  and  for  our  earnest  supplica- 
tions, that  He  would  continue  to  crown  our  feeble  efforts  with  success;— 
"that  His  Word  may  run  and  be  glorified."

Report  on  the  state  or  Religion.

Your  committee  Report,  that  with  but  lew  exceptions,  the  letters  of  Asso- 
ciations and  Churches  contain  most  cheering  intelligence.  Within  the 
bounds  of  three  Associations  there  have  been  more  than  one  I housand  add- 
ed to  the  churches  during  the  past  Conventional  year.  Truly,  wo  have  great 
reason  to  bless  God  that  "  He  has  not  forgotten  to  be  gracious." 

It  is  truly  gratifying  to  the  heart  of  the  christian  to  witness  the  spirit  of 
active,  disinterested  benevolence,  pervading  the  different  churches  of  our 
order,  This  is  evidence  that  they  are  being  more  conformed  to  the  image 
of  our  Divine  Master,  who  "  went  about  doing  good  continually."  May  our 
Father  enlarge  our  hearts  more  and  more,  that,  "  as  wc  have  freely  receiv- 
ed, so  may  wc  freely  give." 

Your  committee  sincerely  regret,  that  some  of  the  Associations,  and  many 
of  tho  Churches,  corresponding  with  this  body,  arc  entirely  silent  on  this 
truly  interesting  subject.  We  therefore  recommend  tho  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Resolved,  This  Convention  earnestly  recommends  to  all  Associations  and 
Churches,  corresponding  with  this  body,  that  they  hereafter  give  us  dofinito 
information  with  regard  to  the  state  of  Religion  among  them.

Report  on  Foreign  Missions, 

Your  committee  on  Foreign  Missions,  would  present  the  following  Re- 
port. 

The  (Jod  of  Missions  has,  during  the  past  year,  smiled  on  the  efforts  of  : 
our  Foreign  Mission  Hoard.  It  is  trur,  that,  several  of  our  missionary  breth- 
ren have  fallen  at  their  posts, and  have  entered  upon  their  rewards;  but  o- 
thers  have  been  found  willing  to  occupy  their  places.  And  the  labors  of 
those  who  have  been  thus  taken  from  us,  have  not  been  in  vain:  for  every 
arrival,  from  foreign  lands,  brings  us  the  most  encouraging  accounts  of  the 
success  of  their  etforts,  and  the  increase  of  our  Missionary  churches — the 
churches  which  they  planted. 

There  is  another  source  of  encouragement,  in  the  fact,  that  Mie  fields  of 
our  Missionary  labors  are  constantly  widening.  It  is  true,  that  the  cause  of 
civil  liberty  in  Europe,  has  not  advanced,  nor  become  so  completely  triumph- 
ant as  its  friends  had  anticipated.  It  is,  however,  still  true,  that  the  barriers 
which  have  existed,  preventing  the  introduction  of  a  purer  Christianity 
into  Europe,  have  been,  in  a  great  measure,  broken  down  by  the  recent 
revolutions  on  that  continent.  The  broad  fields  thus  thrown  open  to 
us,  are  thronged  with  immortal  beings,  and  arc  marked  with  the  most  affect- 
ing destitution  of  the  means  of  grace.  Thousands  of  the  unhappy  beings 
inhabiting  them  are  hungering  for  the  bread  of  life,  and,  like  famishing  men 
in  search  of  food,  are  eager  to  obtain  it.  Turning  their  eyes  to  our  more 
favored  land,  they  arc  beseeching  us  to  impart  it  to  them. 

We  should  esteem  it  our  privilege  to  gratify  this  desire.  Our  neglect  of 
them,  would  involve  us  in  the  guilt  of  leaving  millions  of  our  fellow  immor- 
tals in  unpitied  wretchedness,  under  the  dominion  of  superstition,  ignorance 
and  fanaticism,  to  sink  under  the  terrible  penalties  of  the  Divine  law,  pro- 
nounced against  these  fearful  crimes.  If  then,  we  would  meet  the  obliga- 
tions which  God  has  devolved  upon  us,  and  make  our  Foreign  Missions  a 
blessing  to  his  Zion,  and  to  the  souls  of  our  fellow-men,  wc  must  he  yet  more 
liberal  in  our  alms,  nnd  more  earnest  in  our  prayers  for  the  descending  in- 
fluence of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  crown  our  efforts. 

We  would  again  afl'ectionately  invito  the  attention  of  our  brethren  to  the 
earnest  calls  of  our  Foreign  Mission  Board.  A:id  we  would  urge  upon 
our  churches,  the  importance  of  adopting  some  systematic  plun  of  benevo- 
lence, by  which  these  calls  may  be  more  regularly  and  fully  met.

Report  on  tUe  Religious  Instruction  of  Ihc  Colored  People. 

While  your  committee  feel  that  the  subject  entrusted  to  them  is  one  of 
no  ordinary  delicacy,  they  arc  constrained  to  regard  it  as  for  that  very  rea- 
son, among  others,  demanding  our- most  careful  scrutiny. 

This  race,  and  the  circumstance*  of  their  presence  among  us,  presenting 
as  they  do  matter  lor  curious  investigation  to  the  physiologist  and  ethnolo- 
gist, and  for  anxious  deliberation  to  the  politician  and  patriot,  oiler  no  less 
interesting  and  momentous  questions  to  the  christian  philanthropist.  Dif- 
ferences of  opinion  in  relation  to  them  and  their  position  have  rent  asunder 
two  of  the  largest  denominations  of  christians  in  the  IT,  S.,  a  catastrophe 
from  which  other  denominations  have  escaped  only  by  their  strength  lying 
mainly  either  at  the  South  or  North,  so  as  to  afford  an  overwhelming  majority 
on  one  side  or  the  other.  For  many  years  past  this  race  has  been  a  source 
of  contentions  so  momentous  as  to' jar  the  very  pillars  of  the  Constitution; 
and  now,  whether  we  will  or  not,  the  black  question  mingles  itself  with  eve- 
ry movement  of  public  policy,  with  all  our  foreign  relations,  with  our  state go- 
vernment, and  our  domestic  arrangements.  It  enters  our  iialls  of  legisla- 
tion, our  churches,  our  houses,  and  interlocks  itself  with  all  our  interests. 

A  subject  thus  indefinitely  ramified  and  interwoven,  cannot  fail  to  demand 
that  the  christian,  with  his  jjiblo  in  his  hand,  and  the  prayer  of  humility  is- 
suing from  his  heart,  should  ask— "Lord,  what  wilt  thou  have  me  to  dor"— 
It  would  bo  strange  indeed  if  the  Word  which  was  given  that  "the  man  of 
God  may  be  perfect,  thoroughly  furnished  unto  every  good  work,"  should 
cither  contain  no  instructions  in  reference  to  our  duty,  or  should  couch 
them  in  such  vague  and  oracular  mystcriousness  as  to  be  "hard  to  be  un- 
derstood." Such  is  not  the  case  with  any  other  of  the  prominent  relations 
subsisting  in  life.    Right  and  wrong  are  marked  out  with  such  distinctness 
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that  he  who  runs  may  rciul  it.  When  wo  find  moreover  that  this  relation 
foretold  'Hid  established  by  prophecy,  betwoen  tiio  very  races  now  involved 
in  tho  connection,  has  existed  between  these  same  races  over  since  the  new 
pitopling  of  tho  world  after  the  lined;  and  that,  in  no  instance,  has  the  Afri- 
can of  the  lineage  of  Canaan  sustained  any  oiler  rotation  than  a  servile  one 
to  the  other  tribes — a  neglect  ol  instruction  in  thu  Bible,  upon  duties  which 
/nust  have  been  as  obligatory  and  imperative  then  as  now,  Beciua  truly  in- 
credible. The  simple  tact  is  that  here  is  no  such  deficiency  or  dubiousness 
of  information,  It  is  a  slander  upon  the  "holy  men  of  old,"  and  upon  the 
Holy  Ghost  by  whom  they  were  moved  to  sny,  that  for  fear  of  men,  or  from 
locnl  and  temporary  circumstances  of  expediency,  they  refrained  from  de- 
nouncing what  we  are  now  informed  is  essentially  the  concentration  and 
climax  of  all  wickedness.  It  is  equally  injurious  to  the  Boak  of  tied  to  as- 
sert, or  to  imply  by  our  neglect  that  it  has  enjoined  no  duty,  as  growing  out 
of  a  relation  so  extensive  and  potent  in  its  influences. 

These  duties  are  various  and  important,  perhaps  more  so  lhan  those  of 
any  other  relation,  because  no  other  relation  of  life  supposes  a  dependence 
so  universal  and  absolute  as  this,  They  have  been  frequently  exhibited 
more  or  less  particularly;  but  had  they  not,  it.  would  be  impossible  for  us  to 
enlarge  upon  them  in  a  Report  like  this.  The  main  thing  for  which  wo 
would  plead  is  that  they  should  have  the  gospel.  If  the  man  who  starves 
his  servants,  either  by  wilful  refusal  or  careless  neglect  to  provide  for  their 
subsistence,  is  visited  with  public  contempt  and  indignation,  as  well  as  tho  . 
just  penalty  of  the  laws, — should  not  a  christian  interest  for  iheir  spiritual 
welfare  forbid  that  they  be  left  famishing,  without  the  bread  of  life  ?  j 

It  is  not  sutlicient.to  excuse  us  from  this  duty  that  there  is  much  of  error,  j 
much  of  fanaticism,  much  of  ignorance,  much  of  mere  physical  excitement, 
much  of  hypocrisy  in  the  professed  religious  experiences  of  this  class  of  peo-  j 
pie.     Whether  there  be  more   of  these  things  among  them,  than  those  in   j 
other  regions  who  discharge  duties,  and  occupy  a  position  similar  to  theirs. 
we  shall  not  undertake  to  decide.     But  whatever  be  the  amount  of  them, 
every  thing  of  this  kind  adds  to,  rather  than  detracts  from,  the  imperative 
necessity  of  correct  and  scriptural  religious  instruction. 

But  the  subject  opened  before  us  is  too  vast  for  the  limits  of  a  Report.    In   ' 
considering  it,  your  committee  are  impressed  with   the  fact  that  while  we 
have  books  and  tracts  by  scores  forced  upon  us  from  abroad,  teeming  with 
what   we  must,  regard  as  false  and    unscriptural    views,  there  is  no   work 
known  to  us,  developing  at  length,  and  insisting  upon  the  duties  of  misters 
and  servants,  as  revealed  in  the  Bible.   Those  who  have  written  on  the  sub- 
ject in  answer  to  northern  men,  have;  naturally  confined  themselves  to  prov- 
ing that  the  relation  is  recognized  in  the  Bible,  and  its  duties  enjoined,  with-  j 
out  expatiating  upon  the  nature  of  those  duties.     We  have  some  incidental 
hints,  scattered  through  various  works,  some  excellent  occasional  discourses, 
and  we  sometimes  hear  from  the  pulpit  forcible   and  afieciing  represento-  ', 
tions  of  these  matters,  but  no  extended  treatise,  nor  one  even  proposing  to 
display  at  large  and  insist  on  the  duties  scripturally  iuvolcd   in  tho  relation. 
We  aro  not  careful  to   answer  our  northern  brethren   on  this  suhject  any  j 
longer.     Tho  time  for  calm  and  unprejudiced  discussion  seems  to  have  pass-  j 
ed  with  them:  they  give  us  abuse  for  argument,  insult  for  persuasion,  stones 
for  bread,     lint  tuc  are  desirous  to  think  right  and  to  art  right;  and  if  we  do   > 
this,  we  shall  be  safe,  having  the  (iod  of  right  on  our  side.     Many  sincere 
christians  are  anxious  to  know  their  duty,  and  others  have  perhaps  been  dri- 
ven  by  the  ultraism  of  abolitionists  into  a  practical  neglect  of  the  idea  that   j 
there  are  any  duties.     Some  work  on  this  subject  seems  to  be  demanded. —  > 
Your  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions:  j

Duties  of  Christian  Masters  to  their  Servants,  unfolding  and  insisting  upor, 
the  Scriptural  teachings  on  that  subject. 

2.  That  the  aforesaid  gentlemen  are  hereby  requested  to  make  publication 
of  this  premium,  and  invite  treatises  to  be  handed  in,  tinder  such  regulations 
as  they  may  appoint. 

Dcvotic  and  M.  P.  Jewett,bc  appointed  to 
convey  informal  ion  to  the  above  named  gentlemen  of  this  request,  and  to  fill

Report  mi  Education. 

The  various  matters  referred  to  this  ooniuiillee,  have  led  them  carefully 
to  exuminc  the  origin  and  history  of  die  existing  educational  operations  of 
the  Convention.  They  deem  it  appropriate  to  present  us  their  Report,  the 
results  of  this  investigation;  in  order  clearly  to  exhibit  the  relations  which 
the  institutions  under  its  care  sustnin  to  the  Convention,  and  that  they  may 
deduce  some  inferences  in  regard  to  the  future. 

The  Judson  Female  Institute,  founded  in  \W.\  hy  private  munificence, 
became  the  property  of  this  Convention  in  18 IJ.  The  graduates  now  num- 
ber forty-seven.  The  annual  income  is  sufficient  to  defray  all  expenses, 
make  necessary  additions  and  repairs,  provide  the  requisite  Apparatus,  &c, 
and  has  enabled  the  Trustees  to  bestow  the  advantages  of  the  institution  on 
two  Beneficiaries.  The  committee  would  refer  the  Convention  to  the  Re- 
port of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  as  showing  the  prosperous  condition  of  the 
Institute,  and  containing  important  suggestions  relative  to  the  duty  of 
the  churches  towards  our  own  institutions. 

The  incipient  steps  towards  establishing  Howard  College,  were  taken bj 
the  Alabama  Baptist  State  Convention,  at  its  regular  annual  meeting  in  ; 
Talladega,  in  November,  1841.  At  that  time,  it  was  resolved  to  establish  a 
College  of  a  high  character;  a  plan  for  its  endowment  was  proposed;  nn  j 
agent  was  appointed  ;  Marion,  Perry  county,  was  selected  as  the  location; 
a  Board  of  thirteen  Trustees  was  appointed  t<i  control  said  institution,  to 
whom  all  subscriptions  were  to  bo  made  payable;  and  by  whom,  when  they 
should  become  a  corporate  body,  all  property  id' the  Institution  should  be 
held. 

After  the  adoption  of  these  important  measures,  the  Convention,  on  mo- 
tion  of  A.  W.  Cnambliss,  united  in  solemn  prayer,  invoking  the  blessing  of 
God  on  this  great  enterprise.  i 

At  the  same  meeting,  the  committee  on  Education  recommended  the  j 
"  establishment  of  a  Theological  Institution  connected  with  the  College,"  ; 
but  the  Convention  took  no  action  on  this  subject,  at  that  meeting. 

At  the  next  session  of  the  Convention,  held  in  Montgomery,  in  November, 
1842, the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Convention  reported,  that  a  charter  for  j 
Howard  College  had  been  obtained,  and  a  Preparatory  School  opened,  but 
the  pecuniary  embarrassments  of  the  country  had  prevented  the  College  | 
agent  from  proceeding  with  the  endowment.  The  Trustees  of  the  College, 
however,  presented  a  plan  for  endowing  a  Theological  Professorship.  This 
was  approved  by  tho  Convention,  and  measures  were  taken  for  carrying  it 
into  effect. 

At  tho  annual  meeting  in  1843,  tho  Trustees  reported,  that  the  endow- 
mentof  the  Theologicnl  Professorship  was  nearly  completed,  and  a  Profes- 
sor had  been  appointed  to  fill  the  chair.  In  answer  to  the  inquiry  of  the 
Trustees,  whether  they  should  n't  once  proceed  to  the  endowment  of  a  Lite- 
rary Professorship,  the  Convention  replied,  through  the  committee  on  Edu- 
cation, that  "  it  is  thought  inexpedient  to  make  uny  effort  of  this  nature,  at 
present" 


Nevertheless,  early  in  1811,  the  Trustees  wore  encouraged  by  the  in- 
I  creasing  prosperity  of  the  institution,  to  cominoncc  that  endowment.  They 
;  had  not  proceeded  far,  however,  when  the  destruction  of  the  college  edifice 

by  lire,  compelled  them  to  employ  nil  their  energies  in  repairing  that  loss. 

The  action  of  the  Hoard  in  entering  oil  that  endowment,  was  fully  function- 
ed and  approved  by  the  Convention  in  the  autumn  of  18 11,  and  tlio  Trustees 
were  instructed  to  continue  their  laudable  exertions  in  this  behalf.  At 
this  meeting,  the  theological  fund  was  reported  as  complete,  amounting  to 
twenty  thousand  dollars. 

The  Minutes  of  this  body  for  IS  15,  show  an  increased  interest  on  the  part 
of  tin;  Convention,  in  all  the  u flairs  of  the  College. 

In  the  Minutes  for  1817,  wo  find  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions: 

"Whereas,  the  Convention  cordially  approves  of  the  course  pursued  by 
the  Trustees  of  Howard  College,  in  their  laudable  elfork1  to  elevate  the  lit- 
erary character  of  the  institution;  therefore, 

u liciolvr.il,  Tint,  this  Convention  make  vigorous  eflbrts  to  raise,  during 
the  next  five  years,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  for  the  purpose 
of  more  amply  endowing  the  College,  and  placing  it,  at  once,  on  a  perma- 
nent and  honorable  foundal  ion." 

Prom  the  Reports  of  the  Hoard  of  Trustees  to  the  Convention,  for  1817 
and  1818,  it  appears,  that  the  sum  of  about  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  has 
been  raised  on  the  Permanent  Fund. 

From  the  above  facts,  derived  from  the  records  of  the  Convention,  it  ap- 
pears that  this  body  did  originate,  and  now  has  under  its supervison  and  con- 
trol, aclmrtercd  institution, denominated  Howard  College, furnishing  instruc- 
tion in  all  the  usual  branches  of  a  liberal  education;  and  also  providing  forthe 
instruction  in  Theology  of  young  men  desiring  to  prepare  for  the  Gospel 
Ministry. 

Hv  reference  to  the  Report  of  the  Trustees,  the  committee  find  that  How- 
ard College  is  in  a  highly  prosperous  condition.  It  has  an  efficient  Faculty; 
its  classes  are  well  organized;  the  students  quiet  and  orderly,  and  the  stan- 
dard of  scholarship  is  high.  The  College  has  held  two  commencements, 
at  whico  twelve  young  men  received  the  honors  of  Graduation. 

It  is  gratifying  to  find,  that,  the  Theological  Department,  under  the  able 
direction  of  brother  T.  F.  Curtis  is  attracting  the  strong  regards  of  our 
churches  generally.  Six  young  brethren  are  successfully  prosecuting  their 
studies,  preparatory  to  entrance  on  the  sacred  ministry.  The  distribution 
of  duties  among  the  several  Professors  of  the  College,  the  committee  consi- 
der very  necessary  and  judicious,  and  particularly  advantageous  for  the  stu- 
denls  in  Theology. 

The  limited  time  nt  the  command  of  this  committee,  has  not  permitted 
them  to  give  the  second  branch  of  their  report  that,  mature  rellcction  which 
its  importance  demands.  Hut  the  following  considerations  arc  suggested, 
as  indicating  the  duty  of  the  Convention  in  reference  to  the  institutions  un- 
der its  care,  and  to  christian  education  in  general. 

Merely  intellectual  education,  knowledge  unaccompanied  by  the  chas- 
tening and  sanctifying  influence  of  religious  principle,  has  little  tendency 
to  quicken  the  perception  of  right  and  wrong;  to  cultivate  a  correct  sense  of 
moral  obligation,  and  is  utterly  powerless  to  form  the  heart  to  virtue.  Nay, 
more;  education  in  possession  of  a  bad  man  is  like  a  burnished  sword  in  the 
hands  of  a  maniac.  He  is  quite  as  likely  to  use  it  against  a  friend  as  a  foe; 
and  more  likely  still  to  make  it  the  instrument  of  his  own  destruction. 

It  is  an  undeniable  fact,  that  in  most  of  our  systems  of  education,  the  mor- 
al clement  is  entirely  overlooked.  The  legitimate  tendency  of  all  instruc- 
tion, as  generally  conducted,  is,  to  unfold  and  strengthen  the  intellectual  fii-  '  j  f 
culties;  to  store  the  mind  with  useful  knowledge,  nnd  leave  the  moral  pow-  ,  J  <J 
era  to  developc  themselves,  or  remain  forever  dormant  The  majority  of  >  I , 
even  christian  parents  do  not  sufficiently  reflect  on  the  power  of  education  j  j ) 
as  a  formative  process.  God  created  the  marble  in  the  quarry,  but  the  chis-  >,  j ) 
el. of  the  sculptor  gives  if.  the  grace  and  eloquence  of  the  human  form.  Ho  ',  j  <, 
also  created    man  an   intellectual  and  moral  being,  but  proper  cultivation  i 
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alone  can  impart  to  him  the  perfect  and  Bymmctricnl  development  of  which 
ho  is  susceptible.    Man  is,  emphatically,  the  creature  of  education,  by  it  he 

may  be  moulded  into  any  form,  lie  is  not,  by  nature,  n  Budhist,  a  Mahom- 
etan, a  Catholic,  or  a  Protestant;  but,  if  he  is  early  instructed  in  the  creed  of 
the  False?  Prophet,  he  becomes  a  pood  Mussulman.  I  In  is  a  Jew,  n  Catholic 
a  Protestant,  according  to  his  early  education. 

In  modern  times,  the  Jesuits  appear  to   have  understood  this  principle 
best,  and  most  successfully  to  have  carried  it  into  practice.    To  sustain  the 
tottering  theme  of  Papacy,  the  Society  of  Jesus  was   instituted.    The  im- 
portance of  educated  men  to  sustain  its  gigantic  enterprise  was  felt  at  the 
outset,  and  colleges  were  established  for  the  education  of  young  men,  un- 
til the  immediate  supervision  of  the  Chiefs  of  the  Order.    By  this  wise  poli- 
cy,  they   wore  soon  provided  with  an  able  and    learned   corps,  capable  of 
stemming  the  tide  of  the  Lutheran  Reformation.     They  also  felt  the  impor- 
tance of  securing  the  rising  generation,  knowing   that  by  so  doing,  they 
would  soon  possess  the  risen.     To  this  end  they  directed  their  utniosr  ener- 
gies, and  were  soon  able  to  meet  the  Reformers  on  their  own  ground,    Even 
in  Germany,  the  centre  of  Protestant  influence,  their  institutions  arose,  and 
soon  acquired  such  celebrity,  as  t<>  attract  the  children  of  Protestant  parents. 
The  consequence  of  establishing  these   schools  was,  that  Popery  soon  be- 
gan to  revive,  and  the  very  children  who  had  heard  the  voice  of  Luther  him* 
self,  had  scarcely  passed  oll'the  stage,  when  the  power  of  the  Pope  was 
firmly  re-established  over  one   half  ot  Germany,   and  there,  to  this  day,  it 
binds  its  iron  yoke  on  the  consciences,  nud    intellects,  and  liberties  of  the 
pec  pie.     The  spirit  of  the  Jesuits  is   the  same  in  every  age;  it  is  the  same 
now  as  in  the  days  of  Loyola.     They  are  busy  in  our  own  country,  nnd  in- 
sinuating themselves  into  every  city  and  important  town.     Unless  Protes- 
tants adopt  the  same  policy,  the  time  may  come  when  they  will  lament  their 
present  apathy. 

It  is,  however,  one  of  the  most  favorable  indications  of  the  timce,  that  the 
christian  public  is  awakening  to  this  subject.  The  Presbyterian  church  has 
announced  her  purpose  "to  adopt  measures  for  th^  education  of  her  youth, 
under  her  own  superintendance;"  anil,  to  accomplish  this  end,  she  is  now 
organizing  "a  complete  system  of  christian  education,  consisting  of  Schools, 
Academics  and  Calleges,  under  the  care  of  Sessions,  Presbyteries  and  Sy- 
nods." Our  own  denomination,  in  other  Stntes,  is  nlso  active.  In  Pennsyl- 
vania, the  Baptists  have  recently  raised  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  for  the 
purpose  of  endowing  their  own  University.  In  Tennessee,  our  brethren 
have  contributed  forty  thousand  dollars,  in  a  short  time,  for  a  similar  purpose. 
In  Missouri,  they  have  endowed  a  College  with  a  fund  of  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars. It  is  worthy  of  notice,  that  this  lust  amount  was  raised  through  the 
voluntary  exertions  of  the  pastors  of  the  churches,  without  any  expense  to 
the  institution. 

Finally,  what  is  the  duty  of  the  Baptists  of  Alabama,  in  reference  to  this 
subject?  Eight  years  ago,  it  was  thought  "expedient  and  necessary"  to  es- 
tablish and  endow  a  College,  and  to  provide  for  the  education  of  the  rising 
ministry.  The  lapse  of  time  has  proved  the  wisdom  of  the  Convention  in 
adopting  this  course,  and  each  succeeding  year  shows  an  increasing  desire, 
on  the  part  of  the  churches,  to  secure  for  their  own  benefit  an  institution  of 
the  very  highest  order.  To  ensure  success,  it  is  indispensably  necessary, 
that  the  plans  already  adopted  should  be  vigorously  prosecuted.  The  Per- 
manent Fund  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  which  the  Convention  lias 
undertaken  to  raise,  must  be  speedily  completed.  Thus  the  College  will  be 
placed  above  the  possibility  of  disaster,  and  the  Baptists  of  Alabama  will 
have  an  institution  of  their  own,  worthy  of  their  wealth,  piety  and  intelli- 
gence. Our  regard  for  the  glory  of  God,  for  the  Redeemer's  kingdom,  for 
the  prosperity  of  our  Zion;  the  marshalling  of  the  hosts  of  infidelity,  Roman- 
iam  and  false  doctrine  against  the  truths  we  most  dearly  cherish;  the  bright 
and  generous  example  of  our  brethren  in  other  States — all  these  considera- 
tions combine  to  urge  the  members  of  our  denomination  throughout  the 


State,  to  unite  in  one  present,  signal  nntl  vigorous  eflbrt  to  push  forward  to 
its  consummation  the  noble  enterprise  to  which,  through  this  body,  they  have 
repeatodly  and  solemnly  pledged  themselves.

Report  on  Tfmprranrc. 

It  is  no  longer  a  mooted  question,  whether  the  advocacy  of  the  principles 
of  Temperance  is  consistent  with  the  christian  spirit — that  controversy  be- 
longs to  the  things  that  were.  Nor  is  it  difficult  to  determine  the  moral  cha- 
racter, or  at  least  the  type  of  the  morality  of  those,  who  deliberately  and 
sternly  oppose  the  progress  of  the  Temperance  reformation. 

Public  opinion,  popular  sentiment,  christian  sympathy,  the  tme  and  the 
good  of  all  classes,  sanction  and  sustain  the  noble  work,  the  philanthropic 
enterprise,  the  benevolent  design  of  ameliorating  the  moral,  physical  and 
social  condition  of'the  world,  in  this  department  of  benevolent  action.  It  is 
an  unquestionable  fact,  that  a  rigid  adherence  to,  and  practice  of,  the  prin- 
ciples of  Temperance,  in  its  most  enlarged  sense,  enters  largely  into  the 
stock  of  human  happiness,  and  the  production  and  diffusion  ot  happiness  in 
all  the  ramifications  of  life,  is,  and  of  right  ought  to  be,  the  primary  object 
of  all  christian  effort  While,  therefore,  the  unexampled  success,  which 
crowned  the  labors  of  the  friends  of  Temperance,  thus  far,  not  only  atfords 
evidence  of  the  goodness  of  their  cause,  and  is  a  matter  of  profound  gratifi- 
cation to  every  benevolent  heart,  but  also  furnishes  the  most  pleasing  assu- 
rance of  final  and  complete  triumph,  in  the  deadly  conflict,  which  lias  long 
existed,  between  the  friends  and  foes  of  man,  in  this  particular. 

We  apprehend,  that  nothing  more  is  required,  to  achieve  a  signal  and  glo- 
rious victory — to  crush  the  hydra-headed  monster — to  heard  the  demon  of 
darkness  and  death,  and  expel  him  from  the  earth,  and  diffuse  the  blessings 
of  universal  temperance,  than  united,  vigorous,  and  persevering  exertion,  on 
the  part  of  its  professed  friends. 

Of  the  numerous  instrumentalities  which  have  been  devised  for  the  pro- 
motion of  temperance,  and  the  suppression  of  its  multiplied  corresponding 
evils,  it  is  our  deliberate  opinion,  that  for  perfection  of  design,  effectiveness 
of  operation,  and  felicity  of  results,  none  are  comparable  to  the  institution  of 
the  Order  of  the  Sons  of  Temperance.  All  other  organizations  have  served 
their  day,  and  from  defectiveness  of  principle,  or  operation,  have  failed  to 
accomplish  the  object  proposed,  and  are,  many  of  them  at  least,  numbered 
with  the  things  that  were,  while  this  is  advancing  with  accelerated  strides, 
and  is  bidding  fair  to  subjugate  the  world,  by  its  potent,  benign  and  gene- 
rous principles. 

The  committee  ore  happy  in  being  able  to  state,  that  there  are,  at  this 
time,  more  than  three  hundred  Divisions  of  the  Sous  of  Temperance  in  the 
State  of  Alabama;  enrolling  on  their  records  more  than  fifteen  thousand 
members,  or  about  one-fourth  part  of  the  entire  adult  male  population  of  the 
State,  of  whom  a  very  large  proportion,  are  members  of  our  churches.  And 
all  this  has  been  accomplished  within  a  little  more  than  two  years. 

Our  ministers  and  churches  generally  are  becoming  increasingly  inter- 
ested in  this  noble  institution  ;  and  we  trust  that  the  time  is  approaching 
when  every  Baptist,  eligible  to  membership,  in  Alabama,  and  in  the  world, 
will  be  identified,  in  principle  and  in  practice,  with  it. 

We  are  not  a  little  gratified  too,  to  know,  that  many  of  our  churches  are 
becoming  stricter  in  the  administration  of  their  discipline,  incases  of  delin- 
quent members,  on  the  score  of  intemperance. 

The  sum  of  our  pleasure,  however,  is  sensibly  abated,  by  the  melancholy 
fact,  that  some  of  our  brettiren,  as  well  as  some  professing  christians  of 
other  religious  denominations,  are  seriously,  and  no  doubt,  conscientiously, 
opposed  to  the  Order  of  the  Sons  of  Temperance.  Now,  while  the  Conven- 
tion possesses  no  authority,  nor  desires  any,  to  interfere  with  the  acknow- 


lodged  rights  of  men,  or  to  sit  in  judgment  on  (lie  consciences  of  churches 
or  individuals;  yet  wo  cannot  suppress  the  expression  ofrcgmt,  thai  any  op- 
position should  arise  from  sneli  quarters.  It  is  not  assumed,  however,  that 
all  who  arc  not  identified  with  this  Order,  nre  either  opposed  to  it,  or  10  the 
principles  or  practice  of  temperance.  Doubtless,  many  good  brethren,  who 
arc  opposed  to  the  institution,  are  influenced  by  proper  motives.  We  can 
but  hope,  however,  that  the  time  will  come,  when  all  christians,  ns  well  as 
philanthropists  and  patriots,  will  bcc  eye  to  eye,  and  act  in  concert,  in  this 
noble  and  blessed  cause. 

The  committee  conclude  their  report,  by  earnestly  and  affectionately  re- 
commending to  the  ministers  and  members  of  our  churches,  throughout  the 
State,  united,  increased,  and  persevering  effort  in  this  good  work.

Your  committee  on  the  Southern  Daptist 
late  hour,  would  submit  the  following  hasty  Report: 

The  moral  power  of  the  press  as  it  now  affects  society,  is  well  understood— 
in  moulding  its  sentiments  and  forming  its  Character. 

The  rapidly  increasing  facilities,  afforded  for  communicating  the  thoughts 
embodied  in  th"  myriads  of  pages  being  daily  thrown  off  by  this  mighty 
agency,  adds  immensely  to  its  power  to  work  good  or  evil.  A  sanctified  li- 
terature, sound,  chaste  and  pure,  has  become  indispensable  to  meet  the  ne- 
cessities of  the  age — to  counteract  and  control  the  deleterious  influences 
upon  the  literary  taste,  and  the  demoralizing  tendency  of  its  counterpart, 
found  in  the  flood-tide  of  iniquity  sweeping  our  country,  in  the  form  of  bad 
books  and  enticing  periodicals,  gorgeously  embellished,  much  of  which  is 
notoriously  impregnated  with  moral  poison.  To  save  our  families, our  neigh- 
bors, and  our  country  from  these  effects,  and  to  elevate  their  taste,  and  im- 
prove the  tone  of  their  moral  and  religious  feelings — to  meet  tin.'  wants  of 
our  own  church  members — the  Southern  Baptist  Publication  Society  had 
been  organized. 

It  were  a  tax  upon  your  patience,  which  we  shall  not  impose,  to  enter  into 
nil  the  causes  which  led  to  the  formation  of  this  Society — the  details  of  its 
organization  and  its  objects.  Your  committee  deem  it  sufficient  to  say  that, 
it  combines  the  elements  of  great  usefulness,  and  is  adapted  to  meet  the 
condition  and  known  wants  of  our  southern  churches  and  communities.  It 
looks  with  a  benignant  smile  upon  the  Bible  Society,  and  holds  out  its  hands 
to  receive  her  issues,  and  distribute  them  to  the  multitudes  perishing  for 
want  of  the  bread  of  life— while  it  fraternizes  with  Tract,  the  Sunday  School 
and  the  Missionary  enterprises;  each  of  which  we  esteem  important  agen- 
cies in  the  great  work  in  which  your  body  is  also  ardently  engaged.  A  fea- 
ture in  it,  in  which  your  committee  look  with  peculiar  satisfaction,  is  that  of 
colportajjc.  It  is  contemplated,  that  through  the  agency  of  colporteurs,  the 
books,  &c.  of  the  Society  shall  be  borne  to  our  neighborhoods  and  doors; 
and  whilst  these  pious  brethren  are  selling  their  precious  treasures,  and  dis- 
pensing them  gratuitously  to  the  poor  and  destitute,  they  will  also  be  per- 
forming the  essential  work  of  Home  Missionaries.  The  agent  for  Alabama 
informs  your  committee,  that  he  is  now  ready  to  commence  this  systnm  in 
our  State,  ond  will  have  ono  colporteur  in  the  field  in  a  few  days,  and  others 
as  soon  as  books,  &c.  arrive,  and  so  add,  as  funds  arc  raised  in  Alabama  for 
that  purpose,  until  our  State  shall  be  well  supplied. 

Your  committeo  beg  leave  to  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following: 

Resolved,  that  we  recommend  our  brother  Elder  Piatt  Stout,  the  agent  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Publication  Society  for  Alabama,  to  the  cordial  esteem 
and  co-operation  of  the  christian  community  at  large,  especially  of  tho  Bap- 
tist denomination.

CONSTITUTION. 

1.  This  Society  shall  be  called  The.  Alabama  Baptist  Bible  So- 
ciety, auxiliary  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  whose  single 
object  shall  bo  to  aid  in  circulating  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

2.  Any  person  may  become  of  this  Society,  by  contributing  an- 
nually  to  its  funds,  and  a  member  for  life,  by  paying  #150. 

3.  The  funds  of  this  Society  shall,  after  deducting  incidental  ex- 
penses, Ikj  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention,  or  to  the  Treasurer  of  one  of  its  Boards,  to  assist  in  sup- 
plying the  destitute  with  the  Word  of  Truth. 

_  4.  This  Socricty  shall  elect,  annually,  a  President,  two  Vicc-Pr* 
sidents,  Secretary  andTroasurer;  also,  a  Hoard  of  Directors,  con- 
sisting  of  the  above-named  officers,  anil  seven  other  members ;  who, 
in  case  of  failure  of  an  annual  election,  shall  hold  their  election  un- 
til another  election  is  made. 

5.  The  President, or  in  his  absence,  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents, 
or  in  their  absence,  such  member  as  may  be  chosen  for  the  purpose, 
shall  preside  at  the  meetings. 

0.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  collected,  and  hold 
them  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Hoard  of  Directors,  and  shall 
make  a  report  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  notify  all  meetings  of 
the  Society,  and  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  arrange  business  to  ho 
brought  before  (hem,  and  keep  the  Minutes  of  their  doings  ;  to  con- 
duct  the  correspondence  of  the  Society,  and  prepare  a  Report  for 
the  annual  meeting. 

H.  The  Hoard  of  Directors,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  constitute  a 
quorum,  shall  manage  the  business  of  the  Society  during  its  recess, 
and  adopt  such  measures  as  aro  best  calculated  to  promote  the  iu- 
terests  of  the  Society. 

1).  There  shall  ho  an  annual  meeting  at  such  time  and  pli>co  as 
the  Society  may  previously  appoint,  when  the  accounts  of  tho  Trea- 
surer shall  bo  presented,  the  annual  report  road,  and  such  other  bu- 
siness transacted,  as  the  interests  of  tho  Society  may  require.
